DEATH OF DR. WOLI-.E, Tire TRAVEL 


r/ER.—Foreign papers report the death o 
the Kev. Dr. Wolfe, the celebrated Eastern 
traveller. 
lie expired near Taunton, Eng 


land, on the 5th May, iu the parish o 
which he was vicart' Dr. Wolfe was born 
near llambera, Germany, in 1795, of Jew- 
ish parents; but in 1812 made a profession 
of the llomun Catholic faith.
